Grandfather 
goes from 
shuffling to 
marathons 

AN 85-year-old grandfather has proved 
nothing is impossible after completing a 20- 
mile run and a half marathon just over a year 
after seriously injuring his back. 

Father-of-seven Denis Keogh, of Perry Hill Road, 
Oldbury, completed the Stafford Half Marathon in 
two-and-a- half hours and the weekend before he 
completed the 20-mile Ashby Road Race in just over 
four hours. 

In February last year he thought he would never 
run again after fracturing two bones in his spine 
while moving logs. 

He said: “I couldn’t run for 11 months, and for 
three of those I couldn’t even walk. I thought I would 
never be able to run again. I just tried to start 
walking every day. I would just be shuffling about, I 
made myself get up and walk. 

Distance 

“Then on January 4 this year, I was sat with my 
daughter and I told her I was going to run again. I 
tried to just do two or three miles a day. It would take 
me a long time, I was going very slow, but I managed 
it and just built it up slowly. I did at some points 
think I would never manage to do it but I just built 
up the distance over the weeks.” 

Mr Keogh, who moved to the West Midlands from 
Limerick in Ireland in 1949, did not start running 
until he was aged 55. The former West Midlands bus 
driver, who has five granddaughters, started 
running after works football and cricket clubs folded 
because of a lack of players. 


TRUST WILL PAY FOR MISSING SAME SEX WARD DEADLINE 

HOSPITAL IS 
FACING BIG 
DAILY FINES 


THE NHS trust that runs 
hospitals in Sandwell could 
be fined thousands of 
pounds each day after 
failing to get same all same 
sex wards in place by a Gov¬ 
ernment deadline. 

From tomorrow (Friday), the Gov¬ 
ernment will begin imposing fines of 
£250 per patient per day on hospitals 
where patients have to stay on a 
mixed sex ward. 

At Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, a 25-patient ward at 


City Hospital, has yet to complete the 
changes. 

This means the trust could potentially be 
fined £6,250 for every day patients have to 
stay on that ward. 

Bosses must now make a declaration of 
non-compliance with the national stan¬ 
dards. The issue will be discussed by the 
hospitals’ trust board today (Thursday). 

Standards 

A report written by Sandwell’s chief 
operating officer Richard Kirby states the 
trust had agreed a plan to ensure it fully 
complies with national same-sex accommo¬ 
dation standards by the end of March. 

His report adds that the trust has made 
“significant progress” at Sandwell, Rowley 
Regis and City hospitals. 


But the 25-bed elective orthopaedic ward 
D26 at City Hospital will not be same-sex 
by Friday, the April 1 deadline. 

Mr Kirby states that one of the reasons it 
was not possible to deliver the change was 
because the move required investment in 
additional staffing, which could not be con¬ 
firmed until the trust had concluded its 
financial plan. 

Meanwhile, Dudley and Wolverhampton 
hospitals have met the same sex ward 
dealine. 

Samantha Turner, spokeswoman for The 
Royal Wolverhampton Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said: ‘We have regular reports and 
we have still reported no breaches. We 
were one of the first in the Black Country 
to introduce no mixed sex wards.” 


Massive legal bill for typist 
off sick more than 10 years 


A FORMER typist who was off work 
sick for more than 10 years is facing 
a legal bill for more than £257,000 
after losing her claims for compensa¬ 
tion. 

Cherry Clarke, aged 50, an unemployed 
mother of four, has vowed to take her case 
to the European Court of Human Rights 
to fight what she has branded “ridicu¬ 
lous” costs. 

Mrs Clarke, from Great Barr made compen¬ 
sation claims at a tribunal for unfair dismissal, 
race and disability discrimination and breach 
of contract against former employers Zurich 
UK General Services Ltd. 

She had been employed by the company at 
Hagley Road, Birmingham, as a typist but 
claimed she was unfit to work. 

She was off sick between 1992 and 2005 and 
was eventually dismissed in November 2005. 

The firm successfully opposed the claims 
after complaining Mrs Clarke had not 


attended work for 10 years and was told by the 
tribunal it could make a claim for costs. 

Mrs Clarke, of Walsall Road, later claimed a 
medical report about her depression and 
injured left wrist, which prevented her from 
typing, had not beengiven enough considera¬ 
tion by the tribunal. 

Lost 

She lost an appeal against the tribunal deci¬ 
sion and then took her case to the Court of 
Appeal. Her appeal was dismissed. 

Now Mrs Clarke has received a Birmingham 
County Court order instructing her to pay 
Zurich a total of £257,780 in costs. 

She said: “I cannot pay all this money. I have 
four children and am unemployed.” 

In a statement Zurich said: “The costs order 
comes at the end of a long catalogue of 
employee tribunal hearings and appeals at the 
behest of Ms Clarke, all of which have found in 
Zurich’s favour.”

Killer abused trust of a vulnerable man he called ‘friend’ 

Friendship is repaid 
with brutal violence 


THE BRUTAL 
killing of trusting 
Walter Minter in 
his Birmingham 
home displayed a 
shocking level of 
violence, according 
to detectives who 
brought his killer to 
justice. 

Speaking after Carl 
Hall was convicted of 
the murder, Detective 
Inspector Simon Astle 
said the victim, 
known as Stephen to 
his friends, had been 
betrayed by Hall. 

Smethwick man Hall 
unleashed a flurry of 
blows on Mr Minter, 
striking him with a 
hammer, a block of wood, 
a saucepan and at least 
one knife in the pro¬ 
longed attack at Mr 
Minter’s Weoley Castle 
home last August. 

DI Astle said: “Walter 
Minter was a vulnerable 
member of our commu¬ 
nity and was in need of 
friendship and support, 




Carl Hall - guilty 


Sadly he 
found the opposite in Carl Hall who 
abused that trust.” 

DI Astle added: “Throughout the 
trial Hall as part of his defence 
called Stephen his friend. He repaid 
that friendship in the most brutal 
way in a prolonged and vicious 
attack that led to his murder. 

“The guilty verdict will not bring 
Stephen back but I hope it helps his 
family come to terms with their loss 
and have some comfort that justice 
has been served.” 

Birmingham Crown Court had 


heard how Hall 
attacked Mr Minter 
in his Abdon Avenue 
home, where Hall had 
been staying. 

During the attack 
he struck Mr Minter 
in the face with the 
hammer which 

weighed 1.2kg and 
had sliced his ear five 
times, probably while 
he was unconscious. 

In a statement the 
victim’s family said: 
“Stephen’s death and 
the way he died was a 
great shock to the 
whole family, espe¬ 
cially mum, dad and 
his two sons. 

Slowly 

“Although Stephen 
had problems he was 
well liked by many 
people who knew 
him. 

“It’s especially sad 
he should have been 
killed just after he 
became a grandfa¬ 
ther for the first time 
and was slowly 
getting to know his 
sons after being 


estranged from them for some time. 

“He was taken advantage of by 
unscrupulous people who recog¬ 
nised a vulnerable person they 
could manipulate to their own ends. 

“Stephen did not deserve to be 
treated in such a cruel way and did 
not deserve to be victim of such a 
sustained violent attack.” 

Hall, of Great Arthur Street, 
Smethwick, who has previously 
served a three- year jail term for vio¬ 
lence using weapons, showed no 
emotion as Judge Inman sentenced 
him to life in prison.

2 Sisters chicken business and also owner of the 
Harry Ramsden’s fish and chips shops and Fish- 
Works chains.

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‘One man crimewave’ is jailed 


A BURGLAR has been jailed for 
five-and-a-half years following a 
string of raids in Birmingham. 

James Franklin, who targeted 
homes in Great Barr, Queslett and 
Quinton, was described as a “one man 
crimewave”. He was sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court after plead¬ 
ing guilty to eight burglaries. 

The 32-year-old of no fixed address 
was arrested in October last year by 
officers investigating a string of bur¬ 


glaries in Perry Barr, Brown’s Green 
and Handsworth Wood. 

In almost all of the burglaries, 
Franklin would remove panes of glass 
from doors or windows to slip into to 
the house. Once inside, he would 
search for easy-to-sell items such as 
cameras, watches, laptops, even 
make-up and clothing. 

Three times Franklin stole the keys 
to homeowner’s cars to make his 
getaway. 


Franklin was arrested by officers 
who spotted two of the stolen vehi¬ 
cles — a Renault Clio and an Audi A2 — 
near to his partner’s home in 
Handsworth. A search of the property 
revealed keys to the cars hidden in a 
pair of boots. 

Franklin was also wearing a pair of 
trainers which matched footwear 
impressions found at the scene of the 
burglaries. 

Detective Sergeantt Dave Keen 


from Handsworth police station led 
the investigation. He said: “We all 
deserve to feel safe in our homes but 
James Franklin was a one-man crime- 
wave who targeted hard-working, law 
abiding people and the elderly. Vigi¬ 
lant police officers, quality forensic 
evidence and good old-fashioned 
detective work helped us secure his 
arrest and conviction. 

“The sentence passed demonstrates 
the serious nature of his crimes.”

( A gross waste 
of public money’ 


THE Public arts centre was this 
week labelled as “perhaps the 
worst example of a gross waste of 
public money” in a damning report 
by MPs on the Arts Council. 

The report into how the arts are funded 
heavily criticised the quango for its role in 
the West Bromwich arts centre, which 
has cost £72 million and ran £49m over 
budget. 

The Arts Council has spent more than £32m of 
taxpayers’ money on the project. 

MPs on the House of Commons Culture, Media 
and Sport Committee accused the Arts Council of a 
“failure of leadership” on The Public - one of the 
strongest terms of criticism that can be levelled 
against a public body. 

But the Arts Council retorted that The Public was 
“old news” and not representative of the organisa¬ 
tion’s investments.

West Bromwich East Labour MP Tom Watson, 
who sits on the Commons committee, said: “The Arts 
Council is displaying outrageous complacency and 
breathtaking arrogance. 

Unacceptable 

“It is unacceptable to describe their role in the 
mismanagement of millions of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money as ‘old news’ when they have not held a single 
inquiry of their own.” 

Sandwell Council pledged it would “never again” 
allow itself to be put in a position where it would 
have to act as guarantor on such a project. 

In the report, the MPs said: “We note that the case 
of The Public gallery in West Bromwich is perhaps 
the worst example of a gross waste of public money 
by the Arts Council. 

“The inability of the current chief executive to 
provide answers to our questions or demonstrate 
any serious attempts to learn lessons from the 
failure of the project does not inspire confidence in 
the Arts Council or its leadership.” 


‘Never again’ vows council boss 


SANDWELL Council’s 
finance boss says the council 
would never again allow itself 
to be put into the position of 
having to rescue “someone 
else’s” project. 

Councillor Steve Eling said it 
had never been intended that the 
local authority would be responsi¬ 
ble for running The Public. 

Its role had been to supply the 
land for the West Bromwich town 


centre arts venue by moving the 
bus station. 

But it had to act as guarantor 
on the funding because neither 
the community group Jubilee 
Arts, which first came up with the 
idea in 1994, nor the Arts Council 
could provide security on the cash 
from other sources, such as the 
European Regional Development 
Fund or Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands. 


Window cleaner sentenced to 
seven years for attempted rape 


A WINDOW cleaner was jailed 
for seven years for attempting to 
rape a teenager in Bearwood. 

Stephen Cowley, aged 40, only 
stopped his attack when his victim 
pleaded for mercy, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Cowley, of Falcon Road, Oldbury, 
had approached his 17-year-old victim 
on his orange BMX bike in the early 
hours of June 10. 

Prosecutor Mr Mark Rees said 
Cowley propositioned her before 
pushing her. His victim fought back 
punching him and screaming for help. 


Mr Rees said Cowley dragged her to 
the entrance of Lightwoods Park and 
tried to open the gates. He pulled her 
down a nearby alleyway but the 
teenager pleaded with the defendant 
and Cowley let her go. 

Cowley had initially denied the 
charge of attempted rape but pleaded 
guilty on the day of his trial. 

Defending Mr Sean Sidhu Brar told 
the court that Cowley was a family 
man who had left his job due to drug 
problems. 

Judge Martin Walsh told Cowley: 
“This was a terrifying experience for 
this young woman.” 


That left the council with no 
legal option other than taking it 
over.

Mess 

Cllr Eling said: ‘We ended up 
rescuing the project when it fell 
apart. 

“The Arts Council were unable 
to do that. Their arrangements 
collapsed. It was an absolute 
mess. 

“The Arts Council was 
the principal funder. It 
was their project. But the 
business case did not 
stack up. 

“They insisted it had to 
be an iconic building, 
which it is, and that it 
had to be a renowned 
architect, which is how 
come we had Will Alsop. 
But there’s a capital cost 
to iconic buildings. 

“This was never sup¬ 
posed to be the council’s 
but we had to rescue 
someone else’s project. 
Because we had to be the 
guarantor we held the 
liability. 

“This will never 
happen again.”

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Man injured 
in shooting 

A MAN was injured in a shooting outside a 
house in Tividale. 

Two men were arrested on suspicion of attempted 
murder following the attack in Tividale. 

A man in his early 20s suffered minor injuries in 
the shooting incident in Tower Road during the early 
hours of Sunday. 

The narrow street, just off New Birmingham Road 
and packed with houses and shops, was sealed off 
following the drama at 4am. 

West Midlands Police confirmed two men in their 
early 20s had been arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder. They have been released 
without charge and inquiries are ongoing.

Council aims to 
evict travellers 

SANDWELL Council were this week going 
to court to seek an eviction order for travellers 
who have set up camp next to an industrial 
estate in Great Bridge. 

A convoy of caravans has pitched up on wasteland 
at Bagnall Street Industrial Estate. Firefighters 
were called to the camp on Sunday afternoon to 
extinguish a burning caravan. 

Plumes of smoke had billowed across the Black 
Country New Road. 

The crew from Tipton was called to extinguish the 
flames just off Chimney Road at 4.55pm. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for safer neighbourhoods, con¬ 
firmed on Monday that the council would be going to 
court to seek an eviction order. 

The council has had to take action several times to 
deal with travellers pitching up in parts of the 
borough in recent months. 

In January rubble weighing 25 tons was emptied 
around a Wednesbury industrial estate to act as a 
barrier to stop occupation of the land. 

Rubbish 

Sandwell Council spent £8,000 moving 60 tons of 
rubbish from a piece of land off St Paul’s road which 
is also a hotspot for flytipping. 

Meanwhile, work on a £1.6 million gipsy site in 
Tipton is to start soon. 

The existing site in Brierley Lane will be cleared 
and facilities created on land next to it.The site will 
include 16 pitches, new amenity buildings and land¬ 
scaping. Work is set to start in May. 

The site will be screened from the road by hedges 
and trees. The total cost of the upgrade is £1,663,326 
and is part of a national campaign to spruce up trav¬ 
eller sites across the country, to meet the Govern¬ 
ment’s Decent Homes Standard.

‘Dangerous’ 
bus lane to 
be removed 

A “DANGEROUS” bus lane is to 
be removed from a busy Wednes¬ 
bury road after motorists com¬ 
plained many drivers were 
ignoring the restriction. 

The move comes after months of 
campaigning by residents who feared 
someone could be seriously injured or 
killed at High Bullen in Wednesbury. 

Motorists have been spotted repeat¬ 
edly using the bus lane to overtake g 
other cars and there have been reports 
of near-misses with those drivers cor¬ 
rectly using the right hand lane before 
turning left into Church Hill, across 
the bus lane. 

Around £15,000 will be spent 
removing signage and revoking the 
legal order for the lane, which was 
introduced in 2004 as part of the 
311/313 bus showcase scheme to 
improve the reliability of services. 

Dodgems 

Campaigner Alison Spencer, aged 
40, from Windmill Street, said: ‘We 
have been campaigning about this for 
some time. 

“I have nearly been killed on it 
because drivers are using the lane 
when they shouldn’t be. They are 
zooming through and nearly causing 
accidents. 

“The removal of the lane is brilliant 
news. We haven’t got to play dodgems 
with the traffic or worry about drivers 
coming up the wrong lane. It is going 
to make it a lot easier.” 

Wednesbury Councillor Elaine 
Costigan added: “It is what the people 
have wanted.” 

In a report to Cllr Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, council officers rec¬ 
ommended the bus lane remain as 
there had been no reported traffic 
accidents causing injury since the bus 
lane had been introduced. 

However, Cllr Rowley said: “There 
are no accident statistics but there 
have been lots of near misses.”

On Blick’s failure to appear at 
court, Mr Turner added: “He thought

Because he was in receipt of job¬ 
seekers’ allowance of £130 per fort¬ 
night, the magistrates made an order 
for the amount to be deducted from 
his benefits.

A FLEET of electric cars 
costing £500,000 is being 
bought by Sandwell Council. 

The authority plans to add 10 of 
the vehicles to its current bank of 
pool cars in a bid to save money as 
fuel costs soar. 

Charging points will be installed 
across the borough to keep the vehicles 
running.. 

The announcement comes after 
council leader Darren Cooper agreed 
plans to reduce mileage payments to 
staff. 

The authority had hoped to reduce 
the amount claimed by staff who use 
their cars for work - from 65p per mile 
to 40p - in a bid to save £1.1 million. 

In his Budget last week Chancellor 
George Osborne revealed “approved 
mileage payments” would increase to 
45p per mile, so Cllr has agreed to 


adopt this figure as the council’s new 
basic rate. 

But the knock on effect of that is the 
wiping wout£100,000 that the council 
hoped to save. 

He said the new rates would come in 
“as soon as possible” after plans were 
passed at his Cabinet Action Team 
meeting. 

Expenses 

Cllr Cooper said the reduced petrol 
expenses and the introduction of elec¬ 
tric cars were all part of plans to save 
money. 

He said: “Despite the change we still 
expect to make significant savings, 
which will help us protect front line 
services. 

“We will also invest in the purchase 
of electric cars to add to our pool cars. 
“This will cost us around half a million 
pounds but it is investing to save in the 
long run.” 


Residents win battle 
to get road repaired 


A PROBLEM 
Wednesbury road is 
set to undergo repairs 
after a lengthy cam¬ 
paign by residents. 

The stretch of Park- 
dale Avenue in Wednes¬ 
bury was created when 
homes were built 
decades ago but the 
council never adopted 
the road, meaning it was 
under no obligation to 
carry out repairs. 

It has been left to fall 
into disrepair and now 
needs extensive work. 

Petition 

Residents say they 
have been complaining 
for years that the road 
has become dangerous. 

In 1997 the council 
even carried out work on 
one side of the road, 
which was adopted, but 
left the other untouched. 

Last December resi¬ 
dents of Parkdale 
Avenue, Churchfields 
Road and Vicarage Road 


in the town submitted a 
petition to the borough’s 
safety boss, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, asking for 
the improvements to be 
made. 

Now works costing 
£24,500, which will see 
footway and carriage¬ 
way reconstruction and 
re-kerbing as well as the 
provision of extra 
drainage, have been 
approved. 

Wednesbury North 
Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, who has been 
working with residents 
to highlight the issue, 
said: “It has just been 
untouched for donkeys 
years. 

“We have tried to get it 
sorted before with no joy 
and so we got a petition 
together. The residents 
were at their wits end. 

“I am just so thrilled 
that the council has 
looked at doing it. 

“It is great that the 
council has seen sense.” 


The works will be 
funded from the council’s 
highways maintenance 
budget and residents are 
now being given a month 
to object to the works 
going ahead, before the 
improvements begin. 

Cllr Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods at 
Sandwell Council, said: 
“The road was never 
subject to a Section 38 
agreement where the 
council inspect it and 
adopt it. 

Land 

“We can’t formally 
adopt it because we don’t 
own the land. 

“The original devel¬ 
oper owns the land. 

“However, because of 
the state of this land and 
the fact there is a dis¬ 
abled resident using a 
wheelchair living 

nearby, we have taken 
the decision to carry out 
the work.”

HORSE owners are lobbying 
council chiefs after Sandwell 
bosses threatened to seize 
animals on local authority land 
and then send owners the bill for 
caring for the animal. 

Sandwell Council is to remove 
horses that are found either tethered 
or wandering the streets . 

It has been estimated that there are 
up to 60 horses on the streets of Tipton 
alone. 

Representatives of Wolverhampton 
City Council have met with officers 
from Sandwell to discuss the issue and 
police and local authority bosses in 
Dudley are about to tackle stray 
horses in their borough. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s neighbourhoods chief, said: 
“I have been approached by a number 
of horse owners about this issue. 

“Our first priority is getting a group 
of around 10 horses that are roaming 
free and causing imminent danger to 
the public off the streets. 

“We will then be entering into dis¬ 


cussions with more reasonable horse 
owners who at least tether their 
horses, about the best way forward.” 

Former scrap metal collector Vernon 
Farrington, aged 56, who has four cob 
horses tethered in Tipton, said tether¬ 
ing horses on open land has been a tra¬ 
dition for generations. The 
father-of-two, of Summer Road, 
Tipton, said: “I agree with the council 
that the stray horses need to be moved 
but I don’t see what the problem is 
with the tethered horses. I started 
scrap metal collecting about 40 years 
ago and, although I gave up about 20 
years ago, I still have my horse Sparky 
from those days. The horse is 26 now 
and very dear to us.” 

Mr Farrington used to tether his 
horses in Lichfield Street but moved 
them after the council announced its 
move. He added: “I have offered to pay 
to tether my animals on council land. 
Irresponsible people who let their 
horses roam the streets need to be 
tackled but those who keep their 
horses as we do are being unfairly tar¬ 
geted.” 


Mother tells 
of ‘intense 
pain’ over 
son’s death 



Joshua McAuley: Mahamed Salam: his 

popular student had dangerous driving 
bright future ahead caused student’s death 

A DRIVER has been jailed for six years 
for cauing the death of a popular and tal¬ 
ented teenager from Smethwick. 

The family of a 15-year-old Joshua McAuley, 
who was killed when a car crashed into a shop 
last May, are still in “intense pain” over his 
death. 

Jehovah’s Witness Joshua, of Church Gardens, 
had been out preaching when he was struck by 
Mahamed Salam’s red Vauxhall Astra and pinned 
against a shop front in Cape Hill on May 15. 

Salam, aged 29, of Green Street, West Bromwich, 
was sentenced last week at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court to six years in prison. He was disqualified 
from driving for 10 years after admitting causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

In a statement read to the court, Joshua’s mother 
Denise McAuley said: “The pain I feel now is so 
intense. I wish it would go away. 

“It is like I have been cheated by the death of Josh. 

‘My dear Josh went out of the house happy and 
never returned.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that the 
Shireland Collegiate Academy student had been 
waiting outside the shop while his friend went in to 
buy a drink. 

Wreckage 

The teenager was trapped in the wreckage at Saya 
Interntional Foods for an hour and airlifted to Selly 
Oak hospital, where he later died six hours later. 

He turned down a blood transfusion due to his reli¬ 
gious beliefs, it later emerged. 

Elders from the congregation at Kingdom Hall of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses in Smethwick, where Joshua’s 
family worshipped, said he was conscious and made 
the choice personally. 

In mitigation Mr Anthony Potter said Salam, who 
left the scene after the crash, did so because of “shock 
and fear”. 

Sentencing, Judge Martin Walsh told Salam: “A 
young life was taken away and a family damaged, if 
not destroyed, by the consequences of your actions. 

“No sentence this court can impose can be, or 
should be, seen to be a reflection of the value of the 
life lost.” 

At the June 22 opening of the inquest into Joshua 
McAuley’s death, Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain said the youngster suffered severe leg 
injuries in the crash and needed surgery. 

Mr Balmain said he was told there was no blood 
transfusion due to the teenager’s religious beliefs. 

Speaking after sentencing, Inspector Mark 
Watkins, from West Midlands Police’s Collision 
Investigation Unit, said: “Salam drove in a danger¬ 
ous manner on a busy main road on a Saturday 
morning and Joshua’s death was a direct conse¬ 
quence of Salam’s dangerous driving.” 

Mark Grundy, headteacher of Shireland Colle¬ 
giate Academy described Joshua as an “outstand¬ 
ingly talented young man who had an incredibly 
bright future ahead of him”.

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Brain damaged man gets £6m in compensation

THE mother of a brain-damaged 
Tipton man who received more than £6 
million in compensation after hospital 
failures during his birth said she hoped 
lessons had been learned. 

Christopher Langford, now aged 23, was 
left with cerebral palsy caused by a six- 
minute delay during his delivery at 
Sandwell Hospital in October 1987, which 
starved his brain of oxygen. 

Mr Langford was delivered by midwives after 
a scan showed he had an abnormal heartbeat but 
an obstetrician failed to attend. Had he been born 
six minutes earlier he would not have suffered 
brain damage. 

The High Court in Birmingham last week 
approved a lump sum of more than £2.75m plus 


annual payments to ensure he has access to the 
care and rehabilitation he will need for the rest of 
his life. 

His mother Amanda Langford said: “No 
amount of money can ever give him the normal 
life he should have had. 

“I really hope the hospital has learned lessons 
so that no other parent has to go through the 
heartache we have suffered.” 

Normal 

She added: “I took legal action because I was 
determined to prove their mistake robbed my son 
of a normal life. 

“Christopher is a very happy young man and 
has a real love of life but he naturally gets frus¬ 
trated that he cannot do the things that most of 
us take for granted.” 

The decision follows a legal fight between Mr 


Langford’s lawyers, Irwin Mitchell Solicitors, and 
West Midlands Strategic Health Authority who 
refused to admit liability for the delays in his 
delivery. 

But in February 2009, a judge at the Royal 
Courts of Justice found that if Christopher had 
been born six minutes earlier, he would have 
avoided the majority of his injuries. 

Mandy Luckman, a partner with Irwin 
Mitchell solicitors, said the case proved how 
crucial fast action could be for unborn babies. 

She added: “Today’s settlement should not be 
viewed as a lottery win but will provide Christo¬ 
pher with financial security to pay for the lifetime 
of care he will need. 

“It also provides his mother with the peace of 
mind that in the years ahead Christopher will 
always be well provided for.”

Students 
may not 
afford to go 
to college, 
warns MP 

THE new £77 million Sandwell College 
being constructed in the heart of West 
Bromwich could struggle to fill its 10,000 
student places, according to an MP 

Adrian Bailey said that scrapping the Education 
Maintenance Allowance grant - which gives post 16- 
students £30 a week - could mean the college strug¬ 
gling to fill all of its courses. The EMA scheme is 
being scrapped this year and Mr Bailey MP for West 
Bromwich West, said the move could put students 
off from continuing in education. 

At a meeting to discuss local government funding 
at arts centre The Public, Mr Bailey said: “Less than 
300 yards away is a brand new, state-of-the-art, 
almost completed college.Now they could have prob¬ 
lems filling the places. 

“There is a huge amount of evidence that young 
people from lower incomes do aspire to go to univer- 
sity. 

“Education Maintenance Allowance is vital in pro¬ 
viding money for them to get there and buy the food 
they need.” 

Sandwell College, which operates from three sites 
in West Bromwich Smethwick and Oldbury, has 
6,000 students and 600 staff. 

Capacity will increase by 4,000 when it moves to 
its new site in Spon Lane, in January next year. 

But college bosses say they are confident pupils 
will still want to continue studies post-16. 

Problems 

Val Bailey, Sandwell College Principal said: “We 
anticipate no problems with recruiting for courses. 
Numbers of applications from school leavers are 
already up by 36 per cent, compared with this time 
last year. 

“Although EMA has been withdrawn, we antici¬ 
pate that other funding will be available to disad¬ 
vantaged students.” 

Solihull MP Lorely Burt has suggested the Gov¬ 
ernment was planning to make extra cash available 
to youngsters studying past the age of 16. 

At the same meeting she said: “We want young 
people to have the aspiration to go university. We 
may well find something in the budget targeted to 
specific needs, rather than giving cash in hand.”

Bed sores 
cost more 
than £2m 

TREATMENT for patients with bed 
sores in hospitals in the Sandwell area 
has cost nearly £2.5 million in less than a 
year, new figures reveal. 

The £2,422,000 bill has been flagged up to 
the board of Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Costs include paying for special mattresses filled 
with air which help support patients in a similar 
way to a water bed. 

Health bosses, however, say new figures reveal 
they have cut the cost of treating sores by as much 
as £50,000 a month. 

Training 

Trust board spokeswoman Jessamy Kinghorn 
said: “We have put a major focus on reducing those 
we can prevent through focusing training in certain 
areas, observing patient care and carrying out ward 
spot checks, post-operative re-assessment, purchase 
of new equipment such as special mattresses, heel 
troughs and muffs, and targeted audits.” 

Treating bed sores is estimated at around four per 
cent of the entire NHS spending and a national ini¬ 
tiative to reduce the number of cases was announced 
in November

The college of sport will be 
vacated when pupils move in 
to new £20 million premises 
under construction in Pound 
Road. This would give Brist¬ 
nall Hall, which already has 
938 pupils, the space it needs 
to cope with demand. Options 
include moving all pupils to 
the new site. Another is to 
split pupils between its 
current home in Bristnall 
Hall Lane and Moat Road. 


Councillor Bob Badham, 
the borough’s education chief, 
said: “We’re going to have a 
meeting about this soon and 
Bristnall Hall moving to the 
Oldbury College of Sport site 
is a possibility. 

“Obviously it is in the early 
stages so we will look at a 
variety of solutions to the 
over-subscription. 

Options 

“When Oldbury College of 
Sport moves to Pound Road 
the Moat Road site will 
become vacant — so it’s not a 
case of evicting anyone. All 
the options will be discussed.” 

Headteacher Stephen 
Venross said the move would 
be welcomed. 

Oldbury College of Sport 
was formed when Warley 


High School and Langley 
High School merged in 2007. 

Under the £20m building 
programme the college will 
operate soley from its new 
Pound Road site, originally 
Warley High School. Blocks 
have been demolished and 
trees cleared to make way for 
the buildings, leaving the 
Moat Road site empty. 

School inspectors Ofsted 
recently rated the Bristnall 
Hall Lane school as good, 
with “significant” increases in 
attainment since 2008. 
Inspector Davinder Dosanjh 
said: “The college’s specialist 
status in technology is a 
driving force for change and 
improvement.” 

Teaching was rated as “out- 
standing”in some cases.”

A £500,000 investment will see 
upgrades to CCTV, public address 
systems and customer help-points on 
the Midland Metro. 

Announcements should be clearer with 
an improved public address system as well 
as there being new help point services on 
trams and in stations. 

The Metro is also investing in a new 
CCTV control system that will allow secu¬ 
rity staff to manoeuvre cameras from a 
control room. 

Midland Metro manager Fred Roberts 
told a meeting at Sandwell Council House: 
“This upgrade is due to be commissioned in 
early April and will greatly improve the 


communication systems on the tram 
system.” 

The upgrade will be rolled out through¬ 
out April so passengers should see very 
little disruption to services, security and 
safety on the trams and at stations. 

Upgrade 

Mr Roberts added this year the company 
also plans to upgrade the systems which 
monitor the voltage to high level overhead 
lines. 

In a separate £400,000 programme, 
Midland Metro will also be carrying out 
major engineering works between April 17 
to 20 which will result in the temporary 
closure of the line between Wolverhampton 


St George’s and Wednesbury Parkway. 

The upgrade will replace the supports to 
the overhead power lines with new materi¬ 
als that enjoy a lifespan of 20 to 30 years. 

Spokesman for travel authority Centro 
Mark Langford said: “This is a continua¬ 
tion of the upgrade of the overhead electric 
cable which took place last October. It will 
also allow other maintenance work to take 
place avoiding the need for any further dis¬ 
ruption.” 

During the works, passengers who need 
to travel between Wolverhampton St 
George’s and Wednesbury Parkway can 
use Midland Metro tickets on the 79 and 
126 National Express bus services.

Families battle to 


FAMILIES using a West 
Bromwich respite care 
home which is threatened 
by closure say they will 
fight to save the facility. 

Council-run Warstone 
House is facing being shut 
because of high running costs 
faced by the authority, which 
needs to save £75 million over 
the next four years. 

Some 31 staff work at the home 
in Salters Lane, which provides 
respite care for 70 people with 
learning difficulties. 

Around 20 family and friends 


gathered outside the council’s 
Freeth Street headquaters yes¬ 
terday waving banners that read: 
“Save Warstone House” and 
“Keep Warstone House Open”. 

Nobody from the authority 
came out to meet the group. 

Demonstration 

User of the home JoanDearn, of 
Old Hill, said the demonstration 
was one of a number planned. Mrs 
Dearn, whose son Ian is blind and 
autistic and her daughter 
Charlean has Down’s Syndrome, 
said: “We’re not happy and we’re 
going to fight to the death.” 

Under the closure plans, fami¬ 


lies would get personalised 
budgets to pay for respite care. 
Families have said the move 
would prove more costly in the 
long-term. 

Jenny Baggott, 72, uses the 
home with her daughter Jane, 
aged 51, who has Down’s Syn¬ 
drome, suffers epilepsy and 
dementia. 

Mrs Baggott said: “Our chil¬ 
dren go there regularly, it’s the 
only respite care we have.” 

The council, which is consulting 
on the closure plans, said it would 
work with staff to look at rede¬ 
ployment and voluntary redun¬ 
dancy where possible.

Rare heart condition family 
are backing hospital appeal 


A MOTHER with three children who have the 
same rare heart condition is raising money for a 
charity appeal in aid of Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital. 

Natalie Foster was terrified when she learned that her daugh¬ 
ter Tara, now aged seven, was born with pulmonary stenosis. She 


went on to have two more children who were both born with the 
same rare condition which leaves them breathless, susceptible to 
illness and means they have to be monitored by heart specialists. 

Mrs Foster, of Windmill Crescent, Smethwick, and the chil¬ 
dren’s father, Michael, have to live with knowledge that their chil¬ 
dren may need heart surgery in the future. 

Tara, Lance, aged three, and Roman, aged one, were all diag¬ 
nosed with the condition. It means their heart 
valves, that supply blood to the lungs, are narrow 
and their heart has to work harder as a result. 

Mrs Foster, who has two other older children said: 
“We learnt Tara had the condition not long after 
birth. It was terrifying. It was diagnosed when the 
doctors discovered she had a heart murmur. 

“It was very scary because we just didn’t know 
what to expect and how she would cope, particularly 
as my first two children were absolutely fine. 

“When Lance was born with it, it wasn’t quite so 
bad because we knew a bit more what to expect. We 
were told it was unusual. So everybody was a bit 
shocked when Roman had it too.” 

Tara and Roman are currently under the care of 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital whereas Lance’s 
condition is not as severe. 

Nervous 

Mrs Foster, who works as a care assistant for 
people with dementia, said Tara attends St Philip’s 
Catholic Primary School and enjoys both playing 
with friends and her PE lessons but has to slow down 
if she starts to get out of breath. Roman is starting 
to use his walker and she is becoming increasingly 
aware of the symptoms to look out for. 

Mrs Foster says she is nervous about looking 
forward to the future because if the children’s hearts 
are put under to much strain they will have to 
undergo surgery to widen their arteries. 

She said: “The children are closely monitored by 
the cardiac team at the hospital. Roman had a check 
up last week and the doctors said his valve looks like 
it is widening, so that is positive. 

“But the thought of them having to go through 
heart surgery; I just don’t like to think about it.” 

The family are now determined to do all they can 
to raise money for the cardiac team at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. 

The Children’s Heart Appeal is trying to raise £2 
million for the final stage of a £12m project to build 
a state-of-the-art operating theatre and expand the 
Intensive Care Unit. 

Mr Foster took part in a skydive last year which 
raised £400 and they have also organised three 
charity nights. Altogether they have raised £1,854. 

She added: “Without the continuing care of the 
cardiac team at Birmingham’s Children’s Hospital, 
my children would be leading very different lives.”

Hospital 
chiefs are 
seeking to 
gain control 
over budget 

THE hospital trust which cares for 
thousands of people in Sandwell is 
reviving its bid for foundation status to 
gain more control over its own budget. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust put together an application 
for foundation status in 2008 but withdrew 
it after taking into consideration financial 
pressures and health reviews at the time. 
But spokeswoman Jessamy Kinghorn said 
the trust had now decided on renewing the 
application. She said bosses were hopeful it 
would be authorised by the end of 2012. 

If it is secured, it will change the way the 
hospitals within the trust are run. The trust 
believes that as well as giving patients, 
staff and residents the chance to have their 
say, it would allow hospitals to tailor serv¬ 
ices to best meet local needs. It will also give 
hospitals the chance to have more say on 
how their cash is spent. 

Governors 

The foundation trust would be run by 
both staff and public governors to represent 
the patients. 

The plan comes as the trust was waiting 
to hear if it will receive the go-ahead for a 
£370m super hospital in Smethwick. 

The hospital, which will be called the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital, would 
replace Sandwell and City hospitals. 

Mrs Kinghorn said: “The application has 
been made based on a business plan which 
focuses on the ‘right care right here’ strat¬ 
egy. The plan has two main focuses, that the 
community based infrastructure is right 
and that we get the go ahead for the build¬ 
ing of the new hospital 

“Every trust will have to do it at some 
point but we have decided now is the right 
time to renew the application.” 

The trust is to take on Sandwell commu¬ 
nity health care from tomorrow, Friday. Mrs 
Kinghorn explained the trust will be taking 
over control of adult and children’s social

AMERICA is worried. The combi¬ 
nation of 9/11 and economic 
decline has seen the most pow¬ 
erful nation start to think the 
unthinkable, that their role as 
world leaders is coming to an end 
and that the days of comfort and 
certainty are under threat.

The tentacled aliens and their 
giant cousins are impressive and 
Skyline confirms its B-movie 
status with the aliens' reason for 
coming to earth.

Return of the 100 
per cent mortgage 
at Tipton society 


T HREE years after 100 per cent 
mortgages for first time buyers 
became extinct, they have been 
brought back to life by the Tipton and 
Coseley Building Society. 

But borrowers have to get the financial backing of 
a family member to secure the deal. 

The Tipton’s Family Assist product allows first 
time buyers to borrow 100 per cent of the price of a 
home, but a family member - usually their father or 
mother — have to put up their own home as security. 

The deal is being offered only to Tipton members 
or first time buyers in the Black Country and Birm¬ 
ingham areas. It is the first 100 per cent mortgage 
offered to first time buyers since the credit crunch 
started in 2008, other existing 100 per cent deals are 
offered only to people who already have a mortgage. 

Chris Martin, chief executive of the Tipton, said 
the deal was intended to offer a chance of a first time 
home to young couples who have largely been priced 
out of the current market.

“If they can save it up, then all praise to them,” 
said Chris Martin.

And, of course, they face all the other 
costs such as legal expenses, moving, new furniture 
and so on. This is why it is so difficult for young 
people to get their feet on the property ladder at the 
moment.

Harriers celebrate century of success 


FOR more than 100 years, 
the name of Tipton Harriers 
has been known across the 
country for some of the Black 
Country’s finest athletes. 

World record breakers, 
Olympians, and renowned 
national champions have all 
slipped into a green and white 
hooped vest in the hunt of medals. 

Members of Tipton Harriers AC 
have been in reflective mood to 
celebrate the milestone in its 
history with a ball at the 
Copthorne Hotel, Brierley Hill. 

Both individual and team 
success on track, road and cross¬ 
country has characterised the 
club since it was established on 
September 24, 1910, when it 
broke away from Birmingham- 
based Birchfield Harriers. 

Its clubhouse for many years 
was on land off Waterloo Street. 
In the mid-1980s, Harriers presi¬ 
dent ‘Inie’ Palethorpe paid for 
land in Sedgley Road East and 
brought a large wooden building 
for the club’s new home. 

By 1938 the Harriers had 
created its own jumps and field 
events section and Jack Holden 


had won three international cross 
country titles. 

Holden was a household name 
after setting a world record for a 
30 miles track run in 1946 and 
competed at the 1948 London 
Olympics in the Marathon. More 
success came when Holden won 
the Empire Games Marathon in 
New Zealand, following with the 
European title in Brussels in 
1950, aged 43. 

In 1954 a women’s section was 
added to the club. 

A consortium with the Harri¬ 
ers, Tipton Town FC and Tipton 
Town cricket club identified a 19- 
acre plot for a new ground off 
Gospel End Road. Costing 
£80,000 and boasting the Harri¬ 
ers’ first 440 yards cinder track, 
the Tipton Sports Union Trust 
ground was opened by the Duke of 
Edinburgh on June 4, 1971. 

Tony Milosorov has been a 
member for almost four decades. 
He still holds the 14th best time 
for a British runner after he fin¬ 
ished sixth in the 1989 London 
Marathon. During his prolific 
athletics career, Tony amassed 
around 60 national medals during 
the 1980s and 90s. The 52-year- 


old says the clubs togetherness 
had been the driving force for its 
popularity and success. 

“The strength of Tipton is that 
even in a sport which is seen to be 
all about the individual, this is 
very much a club with a strong 
team ethic and that’s why it’s been 
so successful,” he said. 

Following concerns about sub¬ 
sidence, the Harriers began talks 
with Sandwell Cou cil about a pos¬ 
sible new site. Thanks to around 
£3m of National Lottery cash, 
Tipton Sports Academy was 
created in 1998 with a host of 
facilities including tennis courts. 

Club President Ron Bentley, 
aged 80, once held the 24-hour 
world record when he completed 
161 miles and 545 yards in a 
single event in 1973. “It is the 
greatest club in England if you 
ask me and it’s been fantastic to 
be able to bring everyone 
together,” he said. 

Former world 5,000m record 
holder David Moorcroft gave a 
rousing after speech for the Tipto- 
nians centenary function. 

“The club has such a wonderful 
history with so many top class 
runners,” he said.

THE Black Country derby at Molineux 
will be shown live on Sky Sports.

LIVERPOOL skipper Steven Gerrard has 
given Roy Hodgson the stamp of approval 
despite the Albion head coach’s brief ill-fated 
reign at Anfield. 

Gerrard is hoping to make his return from injury 
at The Hawthorns to give Hodgson even more to 
think about as he plots to counter Liverpool. 

“He’s such a good guy and a fantastic coach - it just 
didn’t work out for him at Liverpool,” said Gerrard. 
“The players didn’t perform consistently for him. We 
as players have to take responsibility.

Dalglish. Every time there were a couple of bad 
results, the fans were getting on the manager’s 
back.” 


‘We’ve got momentum’ 

ROY Hodgson’s right-hand man believes the 
Baggies have regained their momentum with a five- 
match unbeaten run since the departure of Roberto 
Di Matteo. 

Michael Appleton, confirmed as Hodgson’s assis¬ 
tant for the rest of the season, believes they will 
approach the final part of their campaign with con¬ 
fidence restored after winning one and drawing four. 

“Momentum in sport is massive,” said Appleton. 
“They use the phrase in rugby league a lot, and being 
a Salford lad I am a big rugby league fan. 

“When you start picking up points you tend to get 
that belief back in the side and there is definitely a 
belief back in the squad that we can get out of trouble 
and we can stay in the Premier League.” 


ALBION’S players are 
backing Roy Hodgson to take 
'Liverpool week’ in his stride as 
the new head coach homes in 
on three more survival points. 

The Baggies are in for a high profile 
week as Hodgson’s abortive reign at 
Anfield comes back into the spotlight 
with his first game against his 
former employers at The Hawthorns 
on Saturday. 

The Albion gaffer has gone some way to 
repairing whatever damage was done to his 
reputation with his impressive start in the 
Black Country — an unbeaten four-game 
sequence.

He’s only had five or so 
weeks yet we are already seeing the results 
from the changes he’s made. 

“I think we had struggled with organisation, 
the shape of the team and doing our jobs as a 
unit, especially the defence. That’s what’s been 
highlighted the most since he came. 

“We’ve been working 11 v 11, using the big 
pitch, working on game situations. We are 
more solid than we were but, with the ball, we 
can still play some good football. 

Promising 

“If we can just stay up this year and have a 
whole pre-season with this gaffer then we’ll 
have some very promising times ahead.” 

Hodgson rarely completes a round of media 
duties as Albion head coach without some ref¬ 
erence to Liverpool which are politely batted 
away as he has refused to antagonise a contro¬ 
versial issue. 

He left the club after just 31 games at the 
helm - the shortest managerial reign in Liver¬ 
pool’s history - in early January. 

But Olsson added: “I don’t see him as the 
kind of man who will get carried away with the 
Liverpool issue. 

“For him it’s another three points.”
